All the district was shockeded 
to learn of the terrible death met 
by E 1 . N. Evansi in a runaway 
which dragged him to death un¬ 
der .the teeth of a cultivator. He 
was found by Mr. Knutson, who 
had driven out to his farm to see 
Mr. Evans on business, wedged 
between the teeth’of the cultivat¬ 
or. Shortly after Mr. Knutson 
found him- Mr. Evan’s son Doug¬ 
las came on the scene and their 
firsst effort was to, unhook the 
crazed horses. Both'-their efforts 
•were toxed to the limit to get 
them unhooked and! in, their ef¬ 
forts Mr. Knutson received a kick 
in the chest, but luckily the dis 
tance was just such that he did 
not suffer any injury. He-then 
decided to go to town and get 
tlhe doctor for Mr. Evan); anr, 
befoire leaving he admonished 
Douglas Evans to stay clear of 
the crazed bronchos. Mr. Knut¬ 
son hurried t,o town, picked up 
jtirc cTbetox, the eoreper was noti¬ 
fied and back to the scene of the 
accident they went. On arrival 
they were horrified to find 
Douglas, also laid -out. It was seen 
that Mr. Evans was dead, and 
they immediately gave" Douglas 
their attention. He was found, 
to he suffering from a broken 
thigh the result of a kick, and 
had also received a kick in theh 
face. He was fixed 1 up temporar¬ 
ily and taken home. The cor¬ 
oner arrived and’ when he saw 
the remains decided that an in¬ 
quest was not necessary; deceas¬ 
ed’s death being due to a frac¬ 
tured skull caused by the run¬ 
away. How the accident happen¬ 
ed will remain a mystery ,as no 
one saw it. The late Mr. Evans 
was an expert, horseman and 
could handle anything and' how 
this particular outfit got beyond 
his control will never he explain¬ 
ed. Deceased bought the old 
Watkins’ place about seven years 
,ago and acquired some more ad¬ 
joining land completing one of 
the best lay-outs for ranching 
and cattle-feeding in the country 
He was greatly interested in 
everything agricultural and was 
always ready to help in anything 
for the betterment of the com¬ 
munity. Deceased was buried on 
Friday and the attendance at the 
funeral was a splendid tribute to 
the esteem in which he was held. 
He leaves a "widow, one son, 
Douglas, one married daughter, 
who happened to he visiting at 
home at this time, to whom heart¬ 
felt sympathy 'of the whole com¬ 
munity is extended in their tragic 
bereavement. 

Latest reports are that Douglas 
is as well as can he expected, and 
is dtoing fine.

(Experimental Farm Note) 

Poultry Registration is now 
under way. The first, inspection 
of 1924 is completed and the in¬ 
spectors in the various provinces 
report favorably on the w-o'rk. 
The breeders have given generous 
support to the movement and in¬ 
terest seems to have increased 
materially during the last year. 
This is no doubt due to the bet¬ 
ter knowledlge gained with re¬ 
spect to registration work 
throughout Canada. Those in di¬ 
rect charge of the inspection of 
registered! hens have tried to im¬ 
part such detail to the breeders 
as will enable them to keep ac¬ 
curate records of the progeny of. 
the registered females. Record¬ 
ing forms have been supplied to 
each breeder, and leg bands, 
which later are to. be used as 
wing bands, have been furnished 
for all chicks, the progeny of 
registered females. All male 
birds have been inspected for 
fbese matings, andl in nearly every 
ease the very finest of producing 
blood' lines are to. be found be¬ 
hind these males. 

An honest effort is being made 
by every breeder to establish a 
firm basis for his registered poul¬ 
try, as he realizes that frond or 
carelessness of any kind will lat¬ 
er reflect on the strain The firm 
confidence displayed by the pub¬ 
lic generally in registration

GRAIN FED CATTLE FOR EASTERN MARKET 


pSlf A splendid load of winter fed cattle sorted up from \ 
\ varroaf shipments to the cooperative pool. 


S INCE the first of May a very 
fine lot of cattle have been 
passing through the stock- 
yards at Winnipeg. These show 
the result of intensive feeding they 
received during the winter, and the 
large number of cattle recently 
coming forward indicate that west¬ 
ern farmers have greatly enlarged 
their winter feeding operations 
over what prevailed two or three 
years ago. In order to encourage 
this business the railways last fall 
l-educed the freight rates on feeder 
cattle taken out from the stock- 
yai-ds to the country to one-half the 
regular rates, and the co-operative 
cattle pool announced that no com¬ 


mission would be charged farmers 
purchasing such cattle from the 
pool. Many of the good cattle re¬ 
cently received at the yards were 
purchased by farmers last fall in 
uniform loads carefully sorted up 
by the pool, and shipped out under 
the reduced railway rates. Winter 
feeding operations have on the 
whole made a very satisfactory re¬ 
turn to a large number of farmers, 
and catiie purchased at from four 
to four and a half cents a pound 
have been resold this spring at 
from six and a half to seven cents 
a pound, or occasionally more, 
after making a gain in weight 


often averaging two hundred 
pounds or more. 

Many western cattle are now 
moving east, both to packing 
plants, for export to Great Britain, 
and to Ontario farms for further 
intensive feeding. Many loads of 
pool cattle are consigned direct to 
farmers in Ontario Who have placed 
orders for them. To get these cat¬ 
tle to destination in the quickest 
possible time and to avoid as f ir as 
possible shrinkage losses in transit, 
the Canadian National Railways 
operate a special fast through 
cattle train daily from Winnipeg to 
the east, and cattle for this move¬ 
ment are loaded up each evening 
about seven o’clock.

not Lts size or its splendid condition 
growing straight cut from between 
its two wide-spreading horns appear¬ 
ed a long single spike like the horn of 
the fabulous unicorn. Freaks of that 
sort are nolt altogether uncommon on 
the range; Larry had seen three-horn 
ed and even four-horned cattle, but 
their horns had always been more or 
less mis-shapen.

Thus the punchers’ main duty was 
to ride a continuous circuit from one 
water hole to anothci and yank oul 
tne bogged cattle 4 at they found 
A cast of rope round a s eer’s horns 
and a few minutes of lugging by the 
wiry cow pony would usually do the 
trick. Sometimes, however, a steer 
would be so deep in the mud that 
there was no saving it; in that case a 
bullet from the rider’s sixshooter sav¬ 
ed the wretched animal from the 
agony of suffocation. 

lit was on business of that kind that 
Larry was bent when he first met the 
three-horned steer. Larry was a new¬ 
comer in that part of the range and 
had begun only recently to work for 
the outfit he was now with. Back at 
the ranch 'that evening he mentioned 
the steer to Ids fellow punchers. 


"That’s old Three-Horn, exclaim¬ 
ed the steer to his fellow punchers.
